A ssailed as W hitew ash

D epartm ent 
investigating board on the loss of 
30 lives in the sinking of a barge 
in the B ird’s Point-N ew

The Rev. Mr. M arkley, who is 
pastor of

Methodist 
Church, and Phillips, have sent to 
Senators Clark and Trum an, and 
to Congressman Orville Z im m er­ 
man, a m em orandum setting out 
the facts concerning the sinking 
of the barge, loaded with 
WPA 
workers, and new spaper clippings 
concerning the accident. 
“ It is the general sentim ent of 
the people of Stoddard County and 
of this district of Southeast M is­ 
souri,” they wrote, " th at a 
dis­ 
aster of this m agnitude ought to 
have a more thorough investiga­ 
tion than has been given by the 
C oroner’s inquest or by arm y or 
G overnm ent departm ent inquiries 
which seem to "w hitew ash’ ev ery ­ 
body. 
"The people a re 'n o t dem anding

SHOWS FERTILIZER NEED 


Mature corn growing on roots 
that had never touched soil 
was 
produced last year by scientists of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry. The 
roots obtained the needed plant

trient solutions.
